New Commander Program 


Mills To End Burning 


Commander Industries today 


announced a program which a 
company spokesman declared 
will clear practically all of the 
smoke from the skies above its 
facilities south of Red Bluff. 


The new program, started 


over a year ago is aimed at 
eliminating teepee burning of 
wood wastes at the company's 
plants in Tehama County. 


W. D. Schwab, president of 


Commander Industries, said 
that by mid-January the only 
waste foreseeably going to a 
burner will be that which cannot 
be sold due to contamination by 
foreign, non-wood matter such 
as rocks, paper and metal 
scraps which become mixed in 
during cleanup operations. 


On Feb. 4, the Daily News 


reported Commander's quarter- 
million dollar installation of an 
automatic waste-fed boiler 
system for the company's M. B. 
& C. Division sawmill. The new 


system, utilizing recalculating 
principles to burn sawdust ef- 
ficiently, produces heat for most 
of the mill's dry kilns and, under 
all but extraordinary operating 
conditions, emits a vapor in lieu 
of smoke into the air. 


Following two months of 


studies 
and 
negotiations, 


Commander yesterday signed 
an agreement with U. S.- 
Plywood-Champion Papers, 
Inc., of Anderson under which 
U. S. Plywood will absorb all of 
the wood shavings and sawdust 
from the M.B.& C. Division 
planing mill and from Com- 
mander's Red Bluff Moulding 
Division and Corona Division 
plants in Red Bluff. Deliveries 
by Commander under the 
agreement will commence in 
January, when U. S. Plywood's 
new particleboard plant at 
Anderson begins operations. 


Commander also revealed 


today that all bark waste 


created in log debarking at the 
M.B. & C. mill will now be going 
to the Vita Bark Corporation's 
bark processing plant near Red 
Bluff. Vita Bark, a Sacramento- 
based subsidiary of the Di 
Giorgio Corporation, is one of 
the largest processors of bark in 
California and is pioneering 
expanded uses for this by- 
product. 


Robert Connely, a Vice 


President of Commander, ex- 
plained that Vita Bark and like 
concerns should be commended 
for their marketing innovations. 
Connely said, "Only a short time 
past, bark was an unavoidable 
nuisance to every sawmill 
operator. The only accepted 
method of disposal was to burn 
it. 


"Today, bark is widely used 


as a decorative ground cover 
and additional applications are 
being tried and accepted. Ar- 
tificial turf for racetracks and 


nitrogen-impregnated 
mulch 


are two examples. 


"Looking 
to the future, 


Connely said: "Research efforts 
should soon produce a method to 
manufacture an inexpensive 
bark-board to take the place of 
some present building materials 
in applications where structural 
strength is not a requirement." 


Having previously gotten rid 


of wood block by-products by 
making them into chips which 
are then sold to others, to 
complete the program of smoke 
elimination, Commander is also 
finishing negotiations for the 
sale of the sawdust which oc- 
casionally is surplus to the 
demands of the dry kiln boiler 
system. By January, 
the 


company will have spent a total 
of approximately $667,000.00 for 
facilities in Tehama County 
which are involved in the 
disposal of by-products.

Soviet Side In U.N. Debate

North Vietnam Troops Shatter 
Protracted Lull In Ground War

SAIGON

Vietnamese troops shattered the 
lull in the ground war in Viet- 
nam today with heavy attacks 
on two allied positions. Four 
Americans, three South Viet- 
namese were killed, and 27 
Americans and 12 South Viet- 
namese were wounded. 


U. S. officials had been an- 


ticipating a stepup in enemy 
activity to "grab headlines" just 
before the U. S. congressional 
elections next Tuesday. They 
said the North Vietnamese 
hoped to influence American 
voters 
against candidates 


backed by the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 


In the heaviest assault, North 


Vietnamese troops moving 
under cover of a mortar barrage 
attacked Landing Zone Oasis, a 


U. S. artillery base in the central 
highlands defended also by 
South Vietnamese forces. 


TheU. S. Command said three 


Americans were killed and 21 
wounded in the five-hour, pre- 
dawn battle, and some of the 
artillery was slightly damaged. 
Field reports said three South 
Vietnamese troops also were 
killed and 11 wounded. The 
North Vietnamese lost 14 men, 
some of them cut down by 
American helicopter •gunships. 


Other 
North Vietnamese 


troops 28 miles north of Saigon 
made a similar attack on troops 
of the U. S. llth Armored 
Cavalry Regiment in night 
bivouac 28 miles north of Saigon. 
One American and two North 
Vietnamese were killed and six 
Americans were wounded in the 
one-hour clash, and a former 


Viet Cong serving as a scout 
with the Americans also was 
wounded. Field reports said 
some 
armored 
personnel 


carriers were damaged. 


The attacks were the heaviest 


ground assaults on U. S. 
positions since last July 22, when 
12 Americans and 61 North 
Vietnamese were killed near 
Fire Base Ripcord, in the nor- 
thern part of the country. Since

shelling, and there have been 
numerous sharp ground clashes 
involving government troops. 


Informed sources said the

might be inflammable. It is also 
advisable to wear costumes 
which contain some light- 
colored m aterial.

into

background and cannot be 
easily seen by motorists. 
If youngsters wear masks, be 
sure they can breathe easily and 
that the eye holes are large 
enough so that vision is not 
impaired. 
Since children are not or­ 
dinarily allowed to wander 
through the dark streets alone at 
night, 
Halloween is no ex­ 
ception. If the little ones go 


“trick or treating,” accompany 
them at a modest, but safe 
distance. If they go to a party, 
drop them off and pick them up.

(AP) — Jacob A. Malik gives the 
Soviet side of the Middle East 
debate in a major speech today 
to the U. N. General Assembly, 
but no announcement of any 
significant shift in pjolicy is 
expected.

minister of the Soviet Union 
gave the assembly a foretaste 
Thursday night in an impromptu 
assembly spjeech replying to 


proposals made earlier in the 
day by U. S. Ambassador 
Charles W. Yost. 
Yost 
proposed 
that 
the 
assembly recommend extension 
by another three months of the 
U. S.-arranged Israeli-Egyptian 
cease-fire, now due to expire 
next Thursday. He also urged 
steps to restore confidence so 
the stalemate in the Arab-Israeli 
pjeace talks could be broken. 
Malik replied by denouncing 
the U. S. peace initiative as an 


attempt to replace the 1967 U.N. 
Security Council resolution 
calling for an over-all 
set­ 
tlement with a U. S. 
plan 
favoring Israel. 
He said Yost was making 
unfounded allegations about 
Soviet military aid to the Arab 
countries. 
He said the Soviet Union was 
pjroud of the military aid it was 
supplying the Arab countries, 
which he depicted as victims of 
Israeli aggression. 


North Vietnam Troops Shatter 
Protracted Lull In Ground War

SAIGON 
(A P) 
— 
North 
Vietnamese troops shattered the 
lull in the ground war in Viet­ 
nam today with heavy attacks 
on two allied positions. Four 
Americans, three South Viet­ 
namese were killed, and 27 
Americans and 12 South Viet­ 
namese were wounded. 
U. S. officials had been an­ 
ticipating a stepup in enemy 
activity to “grab headlines” just 
before the U. S. congressional 
elections next Tuesday. They 
said the North Vietnamese 
hopjed to influence American 
voters 
against 
candidates 
backed 
by 
the Nixon 
’a d ­ 
ministration. 
In the heaviest assault, North 
Vietnamese troops 
moving 
under cover of a mortar barrage 
nttarkeri Landing Zone Oasis, a 


U. S. artillery base in the central 
highlands defended also by 
South Vietnamese forces. 
The U. S. Command said three 
Americans were killed and 21 
wounded in the five-hour, pre­ 
dawn battle, and some of the 
artillery was slightly damaged. 
Field repjorts said three South 
Vietnamese troops also were 
killed and 11 wounded. The 
North Vietnamese lost 14 men, 
some of them cut down by 
American helicopter gunships. 
Other 
North 
Vietnam ese 
troops 28 miles north of Saigon 
made a similar attack on troops 
of the U. S. 
11th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment in night 
bivouac 28 miles north of Saigon. 
One American and two North 
Vietnamese were killed and six 
Americans were wounded in the 
one-hour clash, and a former 


Viet Cong serving as a scout 
with the Americans also was 
wounded. Field repjorts said 
some 
arm ored 
personnel 
carriers were damaged. 
The attacks were the heaviest 
ground assaults on U. 
S. 
positions since last July 22, when 
12 Americans and 61 North 
Vietnamese were killed near 
Fire Base Ripjcord, in the nor­ 
thern part of the country. Since 
then South Vietnamese bases 
have 
come 
under 
heavy 
shelling, and there have been 
numerous sharp ground clashes 
involving government troops. 
Informed sources said the 
North Vietnamese were aided in 
assembling for the attacks by 
the curtailment of American air 
operations this week due to 
storms and hard rains lashing 
South Vietnam.

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New Commander Program 
Mills To End Burning 


Commander Industries today 
announced a program which a 
company spokesman declared 
will clear practically all of the 
smoke from the skies above its 
facilities south of Red Bluff. 
The new program, started 
over a year ago is aimed at 
eliminating teepjee burning of 
wood wastes at the company’s 
plants in Tehama County. 
W. D. Schwab, president of 
Commander Industries, said 
that by mid-January the only 
waste foreseeably going to a 
burner will be that which cannot 
be sold due to contamination by 
foreign, non-wood m atter such 
as rocks, papjer and metal 
scraps which become mixed in 
during cleanup operations. 
On Feb. 4, the Daily News 
repjorted Commander’s quarter- 
million dollar installation of an 
autom atic waste-fed boiler 
system for the company’s M. B. 
& C. Division sawmill. The new 


system, utilizing recirculating 
pjrinciples to burn sawdust ef­ 
ficiently, produces heat for most 
of the mill’s dry kilns and, under 
all but extraordinary opjerating 
conditions, emits a vapor in lieu 
of smoke into the air. 
Following two months of 
studies 
and 
negotiations, 
Commander yesterday signed 
an agreem ent with U. S.- 
Plywood-Champion 
P apers, 
Inc., of Anderson under which 
U. S. Plywood will absorb all of 
the wood shavings and sawdust 
from the M.B.& C. Division 
pjlaning mill and from Com­ 
mander’s Red Bluff Moulding 
Division and Corona Division 
pjiants in Red Bluff. Deliveries 
by Commander under 
the 
agreement will commence in 
January, when U. S. Plywood’s 
new particleboard plant at 
Anderson begins opjerations. 
Com mander also revealed 
today that all bark waste 


created in log debarking at the 
M.B. & C. mill will now be going 
to the Vita Bark Corpjoration’s 
bark processing plant near Red 
Bluff. Vita Bark, a Sacramento- 
based subsidiary of the Di 
Giorgio Corpjoration, is one of 
the largest processors of bark in 
California and is pioneering 
expjanded uses for this by- 
product. 
Robert 
Connely, 
a 
Vice 
President of Commander, ex­ 
plained that Vita Bark and like 
concerns should be commended 
for their marketing innovations. 
Connely said, “Only a short time 
pjast, bark was an unavoidable 
nuisance to every sawmill 
opjerator. The only accepted 
method of dispjosal was to burn 
it. 
“Today, bark is widely used 
as a decorative ground cover 
and additional applications are 
being tried and accepted. Ar­ 
tificial turf for racetracks and 


nitrogen-im pregnated mulch 
are two examples. 
“ Looking 
to 
the 
future, 
Connely said: “Research efforts 
should soon produce a method to 
manufacture an inexpensive 
bark-board to take the place of 
some present building materials 
in applications where structural 
strength is not a requirement.” 


Having previously gotten rid 
of wood block by-products by 
making them into chips which 
are then sold to others, to 
complete the program of smoke 
elimination, Commander is also 
finishing negotiations for the 
sale of the sawdust which oc­ 
casionally is surplus to the 
demands of the dry kiln boiler 
system . 
By 
January, 
the 
company will have spent a total 
of approximately $667,000.00 for 
facilities in Tehama County 
which are involved in the 
dispjosal of by-products.

of the University of California,

recommendations made public 
Thursday aren't followed "there 
will be continuing inflation in 
health care costs." 


The 
commission 
recom- 


mended in its report to the 
annual meeting of the American 
Medical College that the number 
of entering medical students be 
raised from the present 10,800 to 
16,400 by 1978. 


The 18-member commission 


also recommended 
cutting 


training time for doctors and 
dentists from eight years to six 
years, opening 126 "area health 
education centers" across the 
country and building nine ad- 
ditional medical schools in the 
United States. 


Said Kerr: "No matter how 


many health professionals are 
educated, and no matter how 
adequately medical education 
facilities

Americans will not receive 
adequate health care unless a 
system is developed to deliver

uses drugs. Researchers hold that many turn to drugs for relief for some belief of lack and in- 
sufficiency: lack of loving family care, lack of worthwhile activity (boredom), lack of beautiful 
and happy experience, lack of character or ability, lack of satisfaction, lack of innocence, lack of 
trustfulness or trustworthiness. 


Christian Science supplies the remedy here too: the truth that man, under the eternal care of 


his loving Father-Mother God, lacks no desirable quality. He is forever cherished by his creator, 
and expresses all the grand qualities of being. He is a precious member of God's family, and this 
reassuring truth, held perseveringly in thought, will discover for any individual a sense of home 
and safety, an ordered and useful life, a joyous spontaneity. 


Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of this religion, declares in "Science and 


Health with Key to the Scriptures" (p. 102): "There is but one real attraction, that of Spirit. The 
pointing of the needle to the pole symbolizes this all-embracing power or the attraction of God, 
divine Mind." 


Humanity, having for so many years been building a false god out of matter by bowing down 


to drugs — whether obtained from a street pusher or the medicine cabinet— should not be sur- 
prised if this conjured-up belief is today turning, Frankenstein-like, upon its creator. Those who 
glimpse the spiritual truth that man is free born, never to be enslaved, have the means at hand to 
gain a full and lasting dominion over drug enslavement. 


For overcoming entrenched beliefs, there needs to be radical reliance on spiritual facts. 


Those whose awareness of addicts and pushers comes wholly from press and television can 
powerfully help too — by realizing the powerlessness of the lie which is enmity against God, by 
knowing that there are no lost sheep in God's beloved family, by perceiving the sacredness of 
man's God-maintained life which can never be abused. There is no drug scene in God's creation.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
number of students entering U. 
S. medical schools must be 
increased 50 per cent by 1978 to 
avert a “crisis in health care 
personnel,” the chairman of the 
Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education says. 
Clark Kerr, former president 
of the University of California, 
said 
that 
if 
commission 
recommendations made public 
Thursday aren’t followed “there 
will be continuing inflation in 
health care costs.” 
The 
commission 
recom­ 
mended in its report to the 
annual meeting of the American 
Medical College that the number 
of entering medical students be 
raised from the present 10,800 to 
16,400 by 1978. 
The 18-member commission 
also 
recommended 
cutting 
training time for doctors and 
dentists from eight years to six 
years, opening 126 “area health 
education centers” across the 
country and building nine ad­ 
ditional medical schools in the 
United States. 
Said Kerr: “No matter how 
many health professionals are 
educated, and no matter how 
adequately medical education 
facilities 
are 
distributed 
throughout 
the 
nation, 
Americans will not receive 
adequate health care unless a 
system is developed to deliver 
services to those who need them 
— 
regardless 
of 
income, 
geographical location, age or 
race.” 
The 
commission 
recom­ 
mended federal support of $225 
million the first year and a total 
of $1 billion by 1980. 
The commission also called 
for: 
— Creation of a federal 
program to provide grants up to 
$4,000 a year for low-fncome 
medical and dental students. 
— Placing special emphasis 
on recruiting more women and 
more minority group members 
for medical and dental schools. 
— Cutting residency training 
time at hospitals from four 
years to three. 
— Augmenting medical and 
dental staffs with trained 
assistants 
and 
associates 
whenever possible.

mishandling and cruelty to 
animals in foreign productions

said Harold Melniker, director 
of the association’s Hollywood 
office. 
The films objected to were 
produced chiefly in Spain or 
Mexico, Melniker said. 
“In ‘Soldier Blue,’ ” he told a 
reporter, “we feel horses were 
mistreated, particularly in a 
frightful scene of an attack on an 
Indian village by the U. S. 
cavalry at the end of the picture. 
You see horses going down on 
their heads with what seems to 
be great likelihood of injury.”

Destroying The 
Drug Lure 


At a time when drug abuse claims to be gripping many people with its physical or mental 
enslavement, it is reassuring to know that there is a remedy which strikes all shackles from 
mankind. 
The fundamental need for combating this concentrated evil is to acquire a clear-eyed concept 
of God who is omnipotent good, and of man who is made in His image and likeness: God, the only 
cause and creator, who never created a drug; man, His perfect idea, beloved and unblemished, 
having dominion over all the earth and its host of beliefs. 
To those appalled by the drug scene, Christian Science presents a basic, crucial statement: 
that matter is inert, mindless, sensationless, actionless. That which gives a drug any power it may 
seem to have is massed human belief, erroneous mortal thinking, the carnal mind which St. Paul

He is forever cherished by his creator, 
and expresses all the grand qualities of being. He is a precious member of God’s family, and this 
reassuring truth, held perseveringly in thought, will discover for any individual a sense of home 
and safety, an ordered and useful life, a joyous spontaneity. 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of this religion, declares in “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” (p. 102): “There is but one real attraction, that of Spirit. The 
pointing of the needle to the pole symbolizes this all-embracing power or the attraction of God, 
divine Mind.” 
Humanity, havi’.ig for so many years been building a false god out of matter by bowing down 
to drugs — whether obtained from a street pusher or the medicine cabinet— should not be sur­ 
prised if this conjured-up belief is today turning, Frankenstein-like, upon its creator. Those who 
glimpse the spiritual truth that man is free born, never to be enslaved, have the means at hand to 
gain a full and lasting dominion over drug enslavement. 
For overcoming entrenched beliefs, there needs to be radical reliance on spiritual facts. 
Those whose awareness of addicts and pushers comes wholly from press and television can 
powerfully help too — by realizing the powerlessness of the lie which is enmity against God, by 
knowing that there are no lost sheep in God’s beloved family, by perceiving the sacredness of 
man’s God-maintained life which can never be abused. There is no drug scene in God’s creation.

Army Reports Drug 
Deaths In Vietnam 


By WILLIAM BARTON 


SAIGON (AP) — The U. S. 


Army said today that 89 
American soldiers may have 
died from overdoses of drugs in 
South Vietnam during the past 
10 months. 


Expressing "grave concern" 


about the problem, the Army 
said 25 drug abuse deaths were 
confirmed through autopsies 
and that doctors suspected 
overdoses caused 64 other 
fatalities. 


The Army also disclosed that 


746 troops were admitted to 
medical facilities in drug- 
related cases through Sep- 
tember, compared with 527 
cases during all of 1969. Last 
year, there were 16 confirmed 
drug deaths, the Army said 


The Army statement came 


after Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D- 
Conn., issued a statement in 
Washington Thursday saying 
investigators of his Juvenile 
Delinquency subcommittee had 
found that GI deaths in Vietnam 
from overdoses of drugs had 
skyrocketed and that military 
leaders had failed to clamp 
down on drug abuse

"significant increase in in- 
cidents of drug abuse," but said 
also that a new and more ac- 
curate reporting procedure went 
into effect last Aug. 1. Prior to 
that time, some drug-related 
cases may have been listed on 
medical records under other 
categories of illness, the Army 
said. 


The army said, however, that 


the new procedures alone could 
not account for the increase. The 
announcement also blamed 
more widepspread usage of hard 
drugs such as heroin for the 
higher toll. 


To alleviate the drug problem, 


the Army said, new programs 
are being inaugurated which 
involve improvement in law 
enforcement, better educational 
programs and more intensive 
medical 
and 
psychiatric 


treatment.

$100,000 In A Suitcase 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — A secret 


sworn statement to the Justice 
Department charges that ex- 
Senator Dan Brewster, D-Md., 
in 1964 "delivered $100,000 in 
cash in a suitcase" from 
Teamsters' boss Jimmy Hoffa to 
President Lyndon Johnson's 
political aide, Clifton Carter. 


The explosive charge is 


contained 
in 
a 
200-page 


statement taken on August 5, 
1969, from Brewster's former 
administrative assistant, John 
F. Sullivan. 


An outraged Carter called the 


charge "totally incorrect." He 
told this column fiercely: "I had 
nothing to do with any such 
incident." 


Alleged Sullivan in his sworn 


confession: "During the 1964 
campaign, Senator Montoya's 
assistant, Paul Demos, called 
for Brewster and me to meet 
with representatives of the 
Teamsters. 


"A meeting was held and 


Montoya asked Brewster if he 
would like to be helpful to some 
good friends of his. Brewster 
agreed and asked who they 
were. Montoya said it was 
Hoffa. Brewster agreed to meet 
with Hoffa. A meeting was held 
on the veranda of the Teamsters 
Union building in the District of 
Columbia." 


Sullivan swore he attended the 


meeting. He identified the other 
participants as Brewster, Hoffa, 
Demos and the late Teamsters 
lobbyist Sid Zagri. 


$100,000 WALK 


"When 
Hoffa 
arrived," 


continues the secret statement, 
''he suggested that he and 
Brewster take a walk. They did, 
and when they returned, Hoffa 
left. Brewster told me that Hoffa 
asked if Brewster would be the 
middleman between Hoffa and

Brewster said he agreed. 


"Brewster met with Cliff 


Carter and delivered $100,000 in 
cash in a suitcase to Cliff Car- 
ter." 


Senator Joseph Montoya, D- 


N.M., 
flatly denied his alleged 


part in the pay-off. "I never met 
Hoffa. I never knew him," said 
the Senator. 


His assistant, Paul Demos, 


called Sullivan's statement 
"fantastic." 
"What 
an 


imagination that man has" 
declared Demos. "Nothing like 
that ever happened. Sullivan is 
an out-and-out liar." 


The 
Sullivan 
statement 


became the basis for a bribery 
indictment last year against 
Brewster who was accused of 
accepting $24,500 from Spiegel, 
Inc., the Chicago mail order 
house, to influence his "action, 
vote and decision on postage 
rate legislation." 


The indictment was dismissed 


last month on the constitutional 
grounds that Brewster had been 
protected by his congressional 
immunity at the time of the 
alleged bribe. 


CHARGES AGAINST 


HARTKE 
Brewster wasn't the only 


Senator accused by Sullivan . 
This column reported 
on 


December 6, 1969, that Senator 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., allegedly 
had also received money from 
Spiegel through committees set 
up under lax campaign laws as 
channels for such funds. 


In the secret statement now 


made available to this column, 
Sullivan charged that Hartke, in 
return for the Spiegel con- 
tributions, had also tried to help 
the giant mail-order firm get 
more advantageous postal 
rates. 


"Vance Hartke was also on 


the (Senate Post Office) com- 
mittee and participated in the 
executive sessions," stated 
Sullivan. "Hartke would also 
challenge statements from the 
Post Office Department. . . 


"During October of 1967, 


many meetings were held 
between Vance Hartke and 
Daniel Brewster regarding the 
rate increase." 


Sullivan recounted one con- 


versation that allegedly oc- 
curred in his presence. 


"During 
a 
conversation 


between Daniel Brewster and 
Vance Hartke in late 1965 or 
early 1966 concerning how to 
hide money received," 
said 


Sullivan, "Brewster asked, 
'How do you beat the IRS?' 


Hartke said it was simple to 


set up a committee in the 
District of Columbia with a bank 
in the District of Columbia, as 
there was no requirement to 
report contributions. 


"Soon after, an account was 


opened in the name of 'D. C. 
Committee 
for 
Maryland 


Education' 
at 
the 
Riggs 


National Bank. 


"Hartke's 
administrative 


assistant might have been 
present, but I am not certain. 
The administrative assistant's 
name is Mace Broide. During 
the conversation, it came out 
that Broide was treasurer for a 
committee account of Hartke at 
a bank in the District of 
Columbia." 


Broide told this column he had 


been questioned by the grand 
jury about Sullivan's allegation. 
"I told them," he said, "that I 
could state categorically that I 
had never been present at any 
such meeting." 


Repeated efforts by this 


column to reach Hartke failed, 
but sources close to the Senator 
said there was no truth to 


Sullivan's allegation about the 
Senator. 
MARTHA RIDES AGAIN 


Martha Mitchell, the Attorney 


General's flamboyant wife, is 
one lady who always has the last 
word. 


This column tried to get her 


comment before publishing that 
she had spent $50,000 of the 
taxpayers' money to refurbish 
the inside of the Justice 
Department and another $50,000 
to redo the greenery on the 
outside. 


She failed to return my calls. 


After the story was published, 
however, she called-my office 
and told my secretary what she 
thought of me. She also told the 
Washington Post her opinion of 
me. 


"I hope you just tear him to 


pieces," said the delightful 
Martha. "By gosh, I don't like to 
be taken to pieces. That's the 
time I get mad." 


She didn't deny spending the 


taxpayers' money to rearrange 
the scenery at the Justice 
Department, but she suggested 
the expenditure was justified. 


"All government buildings 


should be perfectly beautiful, 
interior and exterior," she told 
the Washington Post. "The 
Justice Department is so an- 
tiquated. The lighting is per- 
fectly miserable. You can't see 
your hand in front of your face." 


She took issue with my report 


that she had removed the trees 
outside the Attorney General's 
window to improve the view. 
"That's a big, fat lie," she said. 


She had the old oaks outside 


the window chopped down, all 
right. But she explained: "We 
never look out the window. The 
only time was when they were 
tear-gassing and cutting up like 
revolutionists."

Meany Sees No Economic Upturn In Sight

"There is no economic upturn 


in sight. There hasn't been an 
improvement, and there is no 
indication there is going to be an' 
improvement." 
> 


These are the words of AFL-, 


CIO President George Meany, 
but it may be speculated that 
they reflect the growing feelings 
of millions of Americans as 
some of the economic statistics 
signal stormy weather. 


And, 
the timing being what it1 


is, the low state of economic 
• activity is bound to be reflected 
at the polls, perhaps to a far 
greater degree than anybody 
suspected just a month ago. 


Some of the more optimistic 


statements 
made 
by ad- 


ministration officials a couple of 


months ago are now being un- 
dermined by the facts, which of 
course include the unfortunate 
General Motors strike. 


The latest index of economic 


indicators, which point to future 
economic activity, fell during 
September, meaning that the 
economy is likely to be sluggish 
for months to come. 


The wholesale price index 


leveled off, but the overall figure 
hid a very sharp rise in the price 
of industrial commodities, 
which means continued upward 
pressure on the price of many 
manufactured goods. 


And although the latest 


figures on unemployment may 
not be released until after the 
elections, it Is felt by many 
business economists here that 
joblessness is still on the rise 


and may reach 6 per cent. 


One indicator of future em- 


ployment, the "help-wanted 
advertising index," compiled by 
the Conference Board from ads 
in 52 newspapers, fell last month 
for the seventh straight time and 
now is at its lowest since August 
1965. 
It reads 162, based on 1957- 


1959 
equalling 100. 


The misfortune for the Nixon 


administration is7 that it may 
argue that the situation is 
coming under control, but its 
arguments are understood more 
by professional economists than 
ordinary voters. 


Paul 
McCracken, 
the 


President's chief economic 
adviser, can point to rising 
productivity as a hopeful sign, 
because any rise in output per 


manhour tends to reduce the 
upward pressure on prices. 


Truly a gain in this area was 


one of the most sought after 
goals of the administration. It is 
one of the most significant in- 
dications that inflation is being 
successfully attacked. 


But there is no question at all 


that the promising forecast 
contained in this statistic 
carries not one-tenth the weight 
among the populace as the 
dismal outlook contained in the 
unemployment figures. 


The administration can also 


argue that the General Motors 
strike hides the real advances 
toward stability, but ordinary 
people at election time aren't so 
impressed by promises as they 
are by existing conditions.

Proper support stockings and 
positional exercises are bene- 
ficial and may prevent the 
condition from progressing.

Low And Order Not Universal 
To the editor — Sir: 


Among all of the cries heard 


throughout middle-America, 
that of "law and order" is 
perhaps'the loudest and most 
frequent. However since no one 
ever clearly spells out what is 
meant 
by 
this 
catchy 


euphemism, one is apt to believe 
that the standard that is used to 
measure "law and order" is 
purely subjective and therefore 
not necessarily universal. Thus 
a member of a ghetto sub- 
culture who is forced to steal in 
order to feed his family is 
thought to be disturbing the 
social order by the dominate 
culture because he violates the 
dominate's value system. To 
prevent this and to maintain 
"order" we have laws, in- 
stitutionalized mores that we, 
the white upper — and middle- 
class, dominate's collective 
conscience feels necessary to 
impose in the name of Society. 


Spiro 
Agnew, 
whose 


alliterative absurdities exhaust 
both the ear and the thesaurus, 
hits hard on the platform of a 
law and order program to 
protect his "silent majority." 
The question never raised, 
though, is whose "laws" and 
"order" for whom and by 
whom? 


What tends to be overlooked 


by Agnewesque advocates is the 
fact laws tend to favor those who 
make them and the order that 
results from these laws regulate 
those whom these laws don't 
favor. 


Two recent examples of this 


come from a Nixon brain-child. 
One, the crime bill that makes 
fatal bombings capital crimes. 
Playing on the moods and fears 
of the nation he makes this 
absurd law as a play for support 
when most states already have 
capital 
ounishment 
for 


homicide anyway. This shows 
the plasticness of our leaders by 
making this law relate to only 
one kind of homicide and 
negates the varying degrees 
state laws may assign to it, plus 
making it by implication a 
political crime rather than a 
civil one. 


The 
second 
and 
most 


terrifying example comes from 
another part of the same bill 
that allows the FBI to im- 
mediately 
investigate 
any 


bombings or arson on any 
federally financed college (ie, 
most). This alone is fairly good. 
But mere rumor or suspicion of 
these acts is enough to bring 
waves of agents swarming all 
over the schools, cause more 
wire-tapping, and a greater 
number of files on students by 
both the FBI and the Army 
Intelligence (who gets much of 
its information from a generous 
J. Edgar Hoover.) Personal 
privacy 
and 
rights 
are 


sacrificed for the supposed goo 
of the majority. 


Somewhere, lost in the clamo 


for law and order, floats th 
concept of justice. Outside of 
law and order synonymn it' 
never mentioned. Deep in th 
back of our minds, though, i 
exists, pounded into us when w 
were young (". . . with libert 
and justice for all.") But when i 
finds its way to the surface it i 
not met with the joy of finding 
saviour. On the contrary, we re 
bury it and then wash our hand 
of it. The sacrament of Law an 
the alter of Order requires it 
sacrifice. Only this way can w 
find our salvation through th 
status quo. Only by lining u 
behind an Administration Ant: 
Christ can we reach a ne\ 
"Golden Age" in America - 
where once more reactionar 
grandeur prevails. 


It's a cute idea. Unfortunatel 


we who have different value: 
different ideas, and differen 
life-styles don't fit in anywhere 
But laws make effective chain 
and order an effective cell. 


"Law and order" is a symbc 


to those working people, those i 
the old school of thought; th 
hard-hats, the businessman, th 
house-wife who find the statu 
quo the ultimate reality. To thi 
great 
middle-America 
i 


represents 
stability 
an 


propogation of their valu 
system. It represents their lif 
and their culture, for as long a 
the slogan endures their lift 
style is right and true. Whethe 
or not this rightness and trut 
could survive the test of change 
proving its enduring qualities, i 
not learned so they are provide 
with security, no matter ho\ 
fragile it may in fact be. 


But a symbol is merely 


white-wash, a rallying poir 
around an ideology that may ne 
be fully understood but followe 
anyway. 


Only by peeling back th 


covering and stripping away th 
rhetoric can one try to ur 
derstand more than just th 
phrase — he can try to ur 
derstand 
the 
underlyin 


meaning. 


"Law and order" is an er 


compassing phrase. There mus 
be some form of law for an 
society to function. But wha 
kind of law do we want . . . , 
law of bondage and control ove 
ideological heretics that is buil 
upon fear and) moods that cai 
ultimately be used against an; 
one by those in power, or la\ 
built around justice and un 
derstanding for the mutua 
benefit and peaceful progress o 
every strata of our society? 
only hope the Platonic republi 
remains a subject for debate in 
philosophy class and not a par 
of an American ballot.

$7 00,000 In A Suitcase

WASHINGTON — A secret 
sworn statem ent to the Justice 
Department charges that ex- 
Senator Dan Brewster, D-Md., 
in 1964 "delivered $100,000 in 
cash in 
a 
su itcase” from 
Team sters’ boss Jimmy Hoffa to 
P resident Lyndon Johnson’s 
political aide, Clifton Carter. 
The 
explosive charge 
is 
contained 
in 
a 
200-page 
statem ent taken on August 5, 
1969, from Brewster’s former 
administrative assistant, John 
F. Sullivan. 
An outraged Carter called the 
charge "totally incorrect.” He 
told this column fiercely: "I had 
nothing to do with any such 
incident.” 
Alleged Sullivan in his sworn 
confession: "During the 1964 
campaign, Senator Montoya’s 
assistant, Paul Demos, called 
for Brewster and me to meet 
with rep resen tativ es of the 
Teamsters. 
“A meeting was held and 
Montoya asked Brewster if he 
would like to be helpful to some 
good friends of his. Brewster 
agreed and asked who they 
were. 
Montoya said it was 
Hoffa. Brewster agreed to meet 
with Hoffa. A meeting was held 
on the veranda of the Team sters 
Union building in the District cf 
Columbia.” 
Sullivan swore he attended the 
meeting. He identified the other 
participants as Brewster, Hoffa, 
Demos and the late Team sters 
lobbyist Sid Zagri. 


$100,000 WALK 
"W hen 
Hoffa 
a rriv e d ,” 
continues the secret statement, 
"he suggested that he and 
Brewster take a walk. They did, 
and when they returned, Hoffa 
left. Brewster told me that Hoffa 
asked if Brewster would be the 
middleman between Hoffa and

Senator Joseph Montoya, D- 
N.M., flatly denied his alleged 
part in the pay-off. "I never m et 
Hoffa. I never knew him ,” said 
the Senator. 
His assistant, Paul Demos, 
called S u lliv an ’s sta te m e n t 
“ fa n ta stic .” 
“ W hat 
an 
im agination th a t m an h a s ” 
declared Demos. "Nothing like 
that ever happened. Sullivan is 
an out-and-out liar.” 
The 
Sullivan 
sta te m e n t 
became the basis for a bribery 
indictment last year against 
Brewster who was accused of 
accepting $24,500 from Spiegel, 
Inc., the Chicago mail order 
house, to influence his "action, 
vote and decision on postage 
rate legislation.” 
The indictm ent was dism issed 
last month on the constitutional 
grounds that Brewster had been 
protected by his congressional 
immunity at the time of the 
alleged bribe. 


CHARGES AGAINST 
HARTKE 
B rew ster w asn’t the only 
Senator accused by Sullivan . 
This 
colum n 
rep o rted 
on 
December 6, 1969, that Senator 
Vance H artke, D-Ind., allegedly 
had also received money from 
Spiegel through com mittees set 
up under lax campaign laws as 
channels for such funds. 
In the secret statem ent now 
made available to this column, 
Sullivan charged that Hartke, in 
return 
for 
the Spiegel 
con­ 
tributions, had also tried to help 
the giant mail-order firm get 
m ore 
advantageous 
postal 
rates. 


“ Vance Hartke was also on 
the (Senate Post Office) com ­ 
mittee and participated in the 
executive sessions,” sta te d 
Sullivan. "Hartke would also 
challenge statements from the 
Post Office Department. . . 
“ D uring October of 1967, 
m any 
m eetings w ere 
held 
betw een Vance H artke and 
Daniel Brewster regarding the 
rate increase.” 
Sullivan recounted one con­ 
versation that allegedly oc­ 
curred in his presence.

“ H a rtk e ’s 
ad m in istrativ e 
a ssista n t m ight have been 
present, but I am not certain. 
The adm inistrative assistant’s 
name is Mace Broide. During 
the conversation, it cam e out 
that Broide was treasurer for a 
com mittee account of H artke at

Broide told this column he had 
been questioned by the grand 
jury about Sullivan’s allegation.

Meany Sees No Economic Upturn In Sight

“There is no economic upturn 
in sight. There hasn’t been an 
improvement, and there is no 
inch cation there is going to be an 
im provement.” 
These are the words of AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, 
but it m ay be speculated that 
they reflect the growing feelings 
of millions of Americans as 
some of the economic statistics 
signal storm y weather. 
And, the timing being what it 
is, the low state of economic 
• activity is bound to be reflected 
at the polls, perhaps to a far 
greater degree than anybody 
suspected just a month ago. 
Some of the more optimistic 
sta te m e n ts 
m ade 
by 
ad ­ 
ministration officials a couple of 


months ago are now being un­ 
dermined by the facts, which of 
course include the unfortunate 
General Motors strike. 
The latest index of economic 
indicators, which point to future 
economic activity, fell during 
September, meaning that the 
economy is likely to be sluggish 
for months to come. 
The wholesale price index 
leveled off, but the overall figure 
hid a very sharp rise in the price 
of 
in d u stria l 
com m odities, 
which m eans continued upward 
pressure on the price of many 
m anufactured goods. 
And 
although 
the 
la te st 
figures on unemployment may 
not be released until after the 
elections, it is felt by many 
business economists here that 
joblessness is still on the rise 


and m ay reach 6 per cent. 
One indicator of future em ­ 
ploym ent, the “ help-w anted 
advertising index,” compiled by 
the Conference Board from ads 
in 52 newspapers, fell last month 
for the seventh straight tim e and 
now is at its lowest since August 
1965. It reads 162, based on 1957-

Thus 
a m em ber of a ghetto sub­ 
culture who is forced to steal in 
order to feed his family is 
thought to be disturbing the 
social order by the dominate 
culture because he violates the 
dominate’s value system. To 
prevent this and to m aintain 
"order” 
we have laws, 
in­ 
stitutionalized mores that we, 
the white upper — and middle- 
class, d o m in ate’s collective 
conscience feels necessary to 
impose in the name of Society. 
Spiro 
Agnew, 
w hose 
alliterative absurdities exhaust 
both the ear and the thesaurus, 
hits hard on the platform of a 
law and 
order program 
to 
protect his “ silent m ajority.” 
The question never raised , 
though, is whose "law s” and 
“ o rd e r” for whom and by 
whom? 
What tends to be overlooked 
by Agnewesque advocates is the 
fact laws tend to favor those who 
make them and the order that 
results from these laws regulate 
those whom these laws don’t 
favor. 
Two recent examples of this 
come from a Nixon brain-child. 
One, the crim e bill that m akes 
fatal bombings capital crim es. 
Playing on the moods and fears 
of the nation he m akes this 
absurd law as a play for support 
when m ost states already have 
c a p ital 
ounishm ent 
for 
homicide anyway. This shows 
the plasticness of our leaders by 
m aking this law relate to only 
one kind of hom icide and 
negates the varying degrees 
state law s m ay assign to it, plus 
making it by implication a 
political crim e rather than a 
civil one. 
The 
second 
and 
m ost 
terrifying example comes from 
another part of the sam e bill 
that allows the FBI to im­ 
m ediately 
in v estig ate 
any 
bombings or 
arson 
on 
any 
federally financed college (ie, 
most). This alone is fairly good. 
But m ere rum or or suspicion of 
these acts is enough to bring 
waves of agents swarm ing all 
over the schools, cause more 
wire-tapping, 
and a 
greater 
num ber of files on students by 
both the FBI and the Army 
Intelligence (who gets much of 
its information from a generous 
J. E dgar Hoover.) 
Personal 
p rivacy 
and 
rig h ts 
a re 


sacrificed for the supposed good 
of the m ajority. 
Somewhere, iost in the clamor 
for law and order, floats the 
concept of justice. Outside of a 
law and order synonymn it’s 
never mentioned. Deep in the 
back of our minds, though, it 
exists, pounded into us when we 
were young (“ . . . with liberty 
and justice for all.” ) But when it 
finds its way to the surface it is 
not met with the joy of finding a 
saviour. On the contrary, we re­ 
bury it and then wash our hands 
of it. The sacram ent of Law and 
the alter of Order requires its 
sacrifice. Only this way can we 
find our salvation through the 
status quo. Only by lining up 
behind an Administration Anti- 
Christ can we reach a new 
"Golden Age” in America — 
where once m ore reactionary 
grandeur prevails. 
It’s a cute idea. Unfortunately 
we who have different values, 
different ideas, and different 
life-styles don’t fit in anywhere. 
But laws m ake effective chains 
and order an effective cell.

Only by peeling back the

m ore than just the 
phrase — he can try to un­ 
d erstand 
the 
underlying 
meaning. 
"Law and order” is an en­ 
compassing phrase. There must 
be some form of law for any 
society to function. But what 
kind of law do we want . . . a 
law of bondage and control over 
ideological heretics that is built 
upon fear and moods that can 
ultimately be used against any 
one by those in power, or law 
built around justice and un­ 
d erstanding for the m utual 
benefit an<j peaceful progress of 
every strata of our society?

Tropical 
Venus 
Envisioned

SANTA MARIA, Calif. (AP) 


— The planet Venus, now a 
boiling, lifeless cauldron, could 
be turned into a lush, green 
tropical world and gi.-e man 
another home in the universe, a 
college professor said Thursday. 


Dr. Matthew F. Norton, a 


professor 
at 
American 


University in Washington, D. C., 
said the introduction of plants 
into the atmosphere of Venus by 
man could start a 
process 


eventually that would cool off 
that torrid planet — second 
closest to the sun — and make it 
habitable for man. 


Venus, smaller than earth, is 


shrouded by an atmosphere of 
carbon dioxide gas which keeps 
heat trapped on the planet, said 
Norton, who presented a paper 
on Venus Thursday at the 
Western Space Congress. 


The surface temperature of 


Venus is about that of boiling 
water and not now suitable for 
life as we know it, he said. 


By introducing an algae-like 


plant into the cooler layers of the 
Venusian atmosphere, 
said 


Norton, man could begin a 
process of breaking down 
carbon dixiode into its basic 
elements: carbon, which would 
collect on the planet's surface, 
and oxygen, 
which would 


replace the carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere. 


Through the process called 


photosynthesis, plants 
use 


sunlight to convert carbon 
dioxide into growth-producing 
carbohydrates, while oxygen 
unneeded by the plants is 
released. 


By removing carbon dixoide 


from the Venusian atmosphere, 
Norton said "you would" permit 
heat trapped on the planet to go 
into space. This cooling would 
eventually cause rain."

Dr. Matthew F. Norton, a 
professor 
at 
American 
University in Washington, D. C., 
said the introduction of plants 
into the atmosphere of Venus by 
man could start a 
process 
eventually that would cool off 
that torrid planet — second 
closest to the sun — and make it 
habitable for man. 
Venus, smaller than earth, is 
shrouded by an atmosphere of 
carbon dioxide gas which keeps 
heat trapped on the planet, said 
Norton, who presented a paper 
on Venus Thursday at the 
Western Space Congress. 
The surface temperature of 
Venus is about that of boiling 
water and not now suitable for 
life as we know it, he said. 
By introducing an algae-like 
plant into the cooler layers of the 
Venusian atmosphere, said 
Norton, man could begin a 
process of breaking 
down 
carbon dixiode into its basic 
elements: carbon, which would 
collect on the planet’s surface, 
and 
oxygen, 
which 
would 
replace the carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere. 
Through the process called 
photosynthesis, plants 
use 
sunlight to convert carbon 
dioxide into growth-producing 
carbohydrates, while oxygen 
unneeded by the plants is 
released. 
By removing carbon dixoide 
from the Venusian atmosphere, 
Norton said “ you would permit 
heat trapped on the planet to go 
into space. This cooling would 
eventually cause rain.”

DDT In Blubber Of 
Dead Sea Lions 


PACIFIC GROVE (AP) — 


High levels of DDT have been 
found in blubber of some of an 
estimated 90 dead sea lions 
found on Central California 
beaches since the end of August, 
but the deaths are not being 
ascribed to the pesticide, the 
director of the Hopkins Marine 
Station reported. 


Dr. John Phillips, director of 


the station associated with 
Stanford University, said the 
research is being pressed by a 
number 
of agencies 
and 


laboratories, and no conclusions 
have been reached. 


He said blubber of one animal 


showed 3,900 parts of DDT per 
million, with an average of 1,200 
to 1,500 parts. 
The station's

The impact of third-party, or 
independent, candidates is less a 
factor in other states, but they 
could influence the outcome of 
Senate contests in Connecticut, 
New Mexico, Missouri and Utah, 


and the gubernatorial races in 
Arkansas and California.
